postal authorities have frequently had 
to make new rules and regulations and 
at the present time at Washington the 
matter is being gone into in such a 
thorough manner that 
before long 


many changes in the rules, sixes of 
packages nnd weight and cost of post- 
age may be revised. 


It Is surprising what a change 
the 


parcels post lias made in the delivery 
cf packages, the majority, of which 
were sent by express prior to the in- 
auguration of the system. At the pres- 
ent time the number of packages hand- 
led and their sizes and contents 
are 


such as to cause a person to wonder 
how the material can be sorted over, 
placed in order of delivery and deliv- 
ered by auto or wagon, especially some 
of the perishable stuff. But the sys- 
tem is as near perfect as possible and 
with the exception of big rushes 
on 


holidays, etc., 
the 
parcels post 
ma- 


terial is handled 
with speed and ac- 


curacy. 


Ordinarily about 650 large packa 


are received on the incoming mails at 
the local postolfice 
every day while 


there are about 900 sent out. 
How- 


ever, 
during Christmas week 
15,000 


sacks of parcels post mail was 
re- 


ceived and sent out-from the local of- 
fice. 


Any parcels post packages up to the 


size of a shoo box is delivered by the 
regular letter carrier or special 
de- 


livery messenger, the larger packages 
being delivered by tbe automobile and 
wagon which arc used daily.
